A service to provide information on sum.er and part-time jobs 
in commercial radio for college radio personnel has been established 


by College Broadcasting Affiliates. 


College Radio Placement Service, formed in February, will 
collect and disseminate information on when, where, and how jobs 
may be secured in comuercial radio stations. The first question- 
naire will be sent to a»proximately 500 commerciai stations 


throughout the United States. 
CBA AIDS NEY STATIONS 


Several stations have re- 
cently received aid from Col- 
lege Broadcasting Affiiiates 
in the development of college 
radio on their campuses, 

WSCA, newly formed radio 
station at the Albany campus 
of the State University of New 
York, has been mailed informa- 
tion on carrier-current trans- 
mission. Methods for forming 
their record library were also 
suggested. 

According to the Alfred 
State Tech, Radio Club (N.Y.), 
the CBA NEXISLETTER helps keep 
up the morale of those working 
on the formation of a campus 
station, Information on FCC 
regulations and the radio 
frequency balancing system 
was sent to them. 

New Orleans Bavtist Theolo- 
gical Seminary, which is cur- 
rently producing educational 
tane recordings, has written 
to CBA requesting technical 
information, 

Material on transmitter con- 
struction and distribution 
systems were mailed to them, 

._ CBA supplies information to 
any college radio station which 
is being started, or is in need 


of advice on technical, program- 


ming, or other problems. 


National Director Fritz Kass 
pointed out that "the obvious 
advantage is in the hope that 
we may be able to further the 
college student's ecucation 
by supplying him with good job 
contacts and exverience", 

Kass added "the first ques- 
tionnaire is the primary step 
toward the establishment of a 
broad placement service". 

Assistant National Director 
Rene Dominguez termed it "a 
pregram to make qualified col- 
lege students aware of the op- 
portunities in commercial 
radio", 

It was stressed that the 
college radio station is the 
training ground for commercial 
radio. 

The questionnaire asks if 
the comuercial broadcaster is 
interested in hiring college 
students, what kind of program- 
miug the station carries, and 
other information pertinent to 
placement.

Citing Great Britain's dollar shortage as the reason for the eco- 
nomy move, the EBC is removing an important source of educational 


Material for interested stations. 


"The BBC's program was a fine service" according to CEA National 


Director Fritz Kass, He continued, 


"Haucational radio wiil miss 


these fine programs on British life and thought". 

Although the programs were tayed in New York by the BBC and were 
part of the BBC's regular North American transmission, it will be 
difficult for many stations to continue carrying BBC programuing 
because of the difficulties of doing the work themseives. 

The hardshins and exnense in nicking un transoceanic broadcasts 
and taping them wili be easily recognized, It is reported that re- 
broadcast of the BBC programs will be seriousiy cut in this country 
because of the unfortunate action by the BEC itself,
